...., SAFETY. VALVES. - , 
‘(Mitohells Maritime Register.) - > 
Tho- Official Inquiry into the cause of the 
explosion on board the Sidonian (s) has 
cag the fact that the safety-valve had 
beén tampered with, in order to prevent 
the steam from blowing off at the pressure 
indicated in the Board of ‘Trade ‘certificate, 
and to force the ship ‘through the water at a 
ter ‘speed. Under Section 801 of the 
C) hipping Act, 1864, every steam- 
ship o which ‘a survey.is required to be 
made must be provided with a safety-valve 
upon edch boller, ao constructed .as to be 
out of the control of the Engineer when 
the steam is up. Thekoy of the look is 
supposed to be in the keeping of the Caj 
tain ; but the Surveyors are'to_ ace that the 
valves are fitted in ‘an efficient manner, 
In no case is a Surveyor to givea declara- 
tion for a spring-loaded valve unless he has 
firat mastered the details of {ts construction, 
and tried its operation under full steam 
and fall firing, for at least twenty minutes, 
with feeds and stop-valves shut off, The 
spring and valve must also be so cased that 
it connot betampered with. If the Board 
of Trade Surveyors' carry out thelr instruc- 
tions, dnd Masters of ships do their duty 
4n seeing that everything is correct, and 
the Engineers lift the valves occasionally 
when the steam is up, and attend to them 
when in port, no such accident as that 
which happened ‘to. the boiler of H.M.S. 
Thunderer could take place, nor should we 
have had to record the lamentable disaster 
on board the Sidonian. It would sppear, 
however, that in the latter case the Master 
either directed the weighting of the valve, 
or authorised the Engineor to increase the 
reassure, The Sidonian left New York for 


ristol on the 20th of April, and onthe morn- |. 
ing of the 20th the engines soddenly stopped, strain, 
0! 


The Second Engineer was then in ol 

the machinery department, and the Master 
and Chief Engineer were immodiately sent 
for, and quickly attended. The steam was 
observed to blow off for about ten minutes, 
forty minutes after which the explosion 
ocourred. The Carpenter, in his evidence, 
stated that he saw the Chief Engineerand the 
Master trying to start the engines, but that 
they only made two and s quarter turns for 
the first time, one and a half for the second, 
and one and a half for tho third, No steam 
escaped subsequently to these trials, The 
boilers were made of three-quarter inch 
plates, and the maximum working pressure 
allowed by the Surveyor's certificate was 53 
Ibs. The witnesses sald that previous to 
the mishap, the pressure was from 62 lbs, to 
67 lbs., but, in the opinion of the Enginoera 
who examined the boiler on the arrival of 
tho vessel at Br tol, the pressure exerted 
when the engines were-not in motion must 
have exceeded 100'1bs. To provide against 
the sorew-valvo breaking or getting out of 


order, a spindle had been fixed on it, and 


weights equal to 64 lbs, were chained near at 
hand ready for use. The Court came to the 
conclusion that theexplosion wasdue tothese 
dead-weights having been lowered on tho 
levera, thus invceasing the pressure from 
53 Ibs. to 107 Ibs. The statement made to 
theCourt would sgem to bear out this 
decision, for the boiler was not weak, and 
the experta declared that nearly double the 
Board of Trade pressure must have been 
reached before the plate burst. The safety- 
valve on the superheater was likewise 
rigidly fixed by a bracket and screw placed 
there for the purpose. No one could be 
produced who saw the weights placed upon 
tho lever of the safety-valve, but the Court 
said that, ifthe Master did not do it him- 
self, he was cognizant of its being done, or 
sanctioned the act. The penalty for placing 
any weight on the valves beyond the limits 
allowed, is any sum not excedding 1001, 
in addition to any other liabilities the 
offender may incur{Sec; 392}, The Master,: 
therefore, who sets the law at defiance may 
be sued for datnages to the ship or boiler, and 
the consequences of the violation of the 
Statute may not end there. Tho Master of 
the Sidonian, however, lost his life through 
the injuries réceived by the steam that 
escaped, and, whether he was innocent or 
guilty of endeavouring to get up a high 
pressure merely to start the engines, or 
other precautions were negloted, cannot 
now be known. There were seven persons 
in the engine-room when the rent in the 


boiler took place, aud they were the Master, | 6 last. 


the Firat, Second, and Third Engineers, 
two Firemen, and a Coal Trimmer. “They 
were all so badly scalded or internally 
injured by the steam, that they succumbed 
within a few hours after being brought on 
deck. Had any of the seven survived, they 
could- have described what was actually 
done during the fifty minutes that elapsed, 
from the time the engines ceased to work, 
till the lamentable casualty that caused the 
death of all who were below, Thereis an

THE ENGLISH. TELEPHONE. 

Since the invention, sume fifteen years 
ago, by Profeasor Reuss, of Friedrichsdorff, 
of an instrument for the transinigsion o 
tausical fones and melodies by telegraph, 
tho attention of the sclentiflo world has 
been at various times earnestly directed to 
this absorbing branch of electrical solence, 

Reuss's telephone consisted of s kind of 
fpeaking-tube witha membrane attached, 
which, when soted wen by vibrations of 
potnd, made and broke electrical contact 
ab eich vibration, The currents were transi 
thitted along a wire to the distant ond, where 
they entered the rbceiver—a stretched fron 
bar passing through a metal spiral fixed on 
a sounding-board—and sanded synchronous 
vibrations on the bat, thtis produclig sounds 
dmilar td thous imparted to the sending. 
membrane, On skort clrotits this telephone

A passing allusion to Mr, Edison’s tole- 
phone, recently invented also inthe United 

tates, is all that is nec , a8 it has 
not yet beon practically exhibited, nor, 
in fact, completed in its details. It is 
founded upon a novel and ingenious princi- 
ple—that of the conversion of the eleotric 
impulwe into friction—but fails in the same 
respect as its predecessors : it does not pro- 
duce sounds which will bé andible at 4 
distance. : 

To England, and to a distinguished Eng- 
lish electrician and telegraphist, is due the 
credit of producinga telephone whick not on- 
ly conveys sounds from a distance, but which 
ean pick up alow and feeble note at one 
end of.a long wire and deliver it at the other 
end precisely the same in musical pitch, but 
ten or twenty.times louder if necessary ; 80 
loud that if can be heard from all parts of 
one of the largest theatres in London with- 
out difficulty. In fact the English Tele- 
phone*produces what the inventor not 
inaptly calls “‘ musical thander.” 

The German and Transatlantic tele- 
phonists have aimed only at reproducing at 
a distance the original sounds imparted to 
the transmitting portion of the instrument ; 
but Mr. Cromwell Fleetwood Varley has 


“}not been satisfied with that result. He 


intensifies snd magnifies the transmitted 
sounds. at the received end miles. away 8 
hundredfold if required. = 

Although the telephonic apparatus now 
being nightly exhibited at the Queen’s 
Theatre isin a somewhat infantile condi- 
tion and of crude manufacture, and in spite 
of some of the notes producéd being occa: 
sionally rather rough, there can be no doubt 
that Mr. Varley’s system is the most re- 
markable scientific effort yet made in this 
direction. : 

The Transmitter of Mr Varley’s telephone 
is composed of a series of tuning-forks, 
each acting as the “ make-and-break” of a 
largo Rhamkorff coil, A powerful “ quanti- 


ty” battery consisting of large carbon cells, |, 


with s speoial solution of bichromate of 
potash, combined with crystals of peroxyde 
of manganese, passes through the primary 
holix, inducing a current in the secon 
holix of very high potential, which is sent 
along the connecting wire to the receiver. 
A key-board, like that of primitive piano, 
acts as the means by which the battery 
current is sent from each key to its .corres- 
ponding tuning-fork and induction coil. ° 
When the battery cirouitis thus closed 
by the pressure of a key, the tuning-fork is 
opused .to vibrate according to the number 
of vibrations its size allows. Each of thesa 
vibrations is transformed into an electrical 
impulse sent from the coilinto the wire and 
so to the receiver ; thus, the fork pertaining 
to the lower 0, which vibrates 256 times 
per second, yields the same number of 
electric pulsations at the receiving end. 
The upper ¢ would similarly give 778 pul- 
sations electrically in the samo time when 
put into vibration by its key. With a 
suitable resonant receiving apparatus it will 
thus be scen that the induction currents
